Ww, GTON, Jan. 4—The outlook for 
currency legislation at this session of Con- 
gress is not very good. Mr. Overstreet of 
| Indiana, a member of the House Commit- } 
teg on Banking and Currency, to-day voiced 
the sentiment of a very large number of 
Congressmen a he said: 

“There is general feeling all over 
the country that it is time to enact some 
legislation which will stop this incessant 
runtiing to the Treasury for help on every 
} occasion, and@ theré is a demand for stch 
‘legislation,"’ 

The feeling to which Mr, Overstreet re- 
ferred ‘has crystalized imto pretty strong 
Pressure upon Cohgress, and many Con- 
gressmen would like to gratify it; but in 
spite of this there is no, great likelihood 
that anything will be done. The principal 
difficulty in the way is the shortness of 
the session. Congress ‘will reassdinbie to- 
morrow. to. begin the real business of the 
session, and will have only two months in 
which ‘to transact that  business—two 
months, less the usual number of days set 
apart for eiilogies of dead statesmen and for 
adjournments on various pretexts. 

‘In the way of origina! legislation also 
stand the Appropriation bills, which, when 
they once begin to take the right of way, 
will élog effectually everything else In the 
‘Senate. And atop of all‘is the threatened 
degd-lock over the Statehood bill, to say 
nothing of the desire of many members of 
Congress to have a prolonged debate over 
somé¢ of the various anti-trust bills. 

Nevertheless the Banking and Currency 
Committee will make ah effort to get its 
‘pill through. The pending measure ia. the 
new bill introduced by Mr. Fowler Dec. 17 
as & substitute for the bill he vainly urged 
upon the Republicans of the Mouse during 
the long session of Congress.

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REJECT MONROE DOCTRINE 
German Press Acknowledges That 
It Is ignored. 





The Contention Made That Germany’s 
Course Toward Venezuela Is Entirely 
_ Within the Bounds of inter 
national Law. 


BERLIN, Jan. 4.—The Government is 
without information regarding the landing 
cf German marines at Puerto Cabello. 
Venezuela. The Foreign Office says that 
if such landing occurred it must certainly 
have been transient, and regards the -re- 
ported seizure of’ the Custom House at 
Puerto Cabello by German marines as a 
canard. 

Several newspapers to-day, in their year- 
ly political reviews, devote much atten- 
tion to Venezuela and the Monroe Doc- 
trine. The Vossische Zeitung (Independént 
Liberal) regards Germany's proceedings 
against Venezuela as entirely within the 
limits of international law. ‘Whoever has 
a claim against another,” says this journal, 
“tries to collect it whether they be prt- 
vate individuals or nations. If anybody 
disputes our right to compel payment of 
the Venezuelan claims we must ask that 
person if he be willing to pay the debt 
himseif pr give guarantees therefor. If so, 
the matter speedily could be settled, but 
it this other person is unwilling to give 
such guarantee his objections do not con- 
cern us. ‘The United States could settle 
the trouble between Germany and ‘Vene- 
zuela In a moment if it would stand good 
for the payment of our claims, but_ the 
United States.is unwilling to take this 
step and we cannot demand that it do so. 
In this case the United States should not 
hinder Germany from pursuing the course 


that is deemed ex ient.”’ 

The Vossische itung refers to what it 
callg the *“ wild noise” in a portion of the 
American press which declares that. Ger- 
many has no right under the Monroe c- 
trine to take forcible action in Venezuela, 
and that Germany has not even recog- 
nized the Monroe Doctrine. “The latter 
assertion is correct,”’ says the journal. 
** No other European State ever recognized 
this doctrine and we believe no Euro n 
ceuntry will ever do‘so. The Monroe 
trine is not adapted to become a subject 
of diplomatic negotiation and su- 
ment hardly exists in which this doctrine 
is laid before any European wer with 
the request that t power a decla- 
ration thereon.’ 

After reciting the history. and the origin. 
of the framer of the doctrine, the.pa 
asserts that the right of tervent aes 
claimed by the Holy Alliance has

THE AIR OF SUBWAYS. 

Prof. D. A. SUTHERLAND has lately 
made a series of analyses of the air of 
the London “tubes” which give results 
80 surprising, and even startling, as to 
challenge attention and prompt the sug- 
gestion that the capable and conscien- 
tious engineers of the New York Rapid 
Transit Commission and of other under- 
ground. improvements should give seri- 
ous thought to the problem of subway 
ventilation. If they are relying in any 
sense upon London experience it would 
appear that the results in that city are 
not good enough to be satisfactory for 
New York. The fact was established by 
test that the air of the street outside the 
tube stations of the Central London Rail- 
way contains normally an average of 
2.83 parts of carbon dioxide in 10,000. 
Tests made inside the stations and in 


cars under various conditions gave they

Sauipks,” writes Major Quinton, “I 
learned that a force of Sikhs were ahead of 
me and had about forty-five minutes’ start. 
I further learned that he could take a route 
that would place my battalion in advance 
of. these Sikhs, if I so desired, as the 
Sikhs had ‘by some error deviated from the 
proper trail to be followed. I begged him 
to place my battalion upon this trail, and 
as a result was compelled to march my 
battalion without any halt for a greater 
period than two hours. The Sikhs, howev- 
er, discovered their error, turned the head 
of their column to their left, and as 4 
result of this movement the American and | 
Sikh soldier—the latter celebrated, being all 
hfill men, as the *¢élimbers of the world’s 
roof '—found each other at the base of a 
mountain about 1,800 feet in helght, and 
presenting an angle of about 80 degrees. 
The American soldier was handicapped in 
the climb, as he carriéd with him upon his 
person rations for. one day, 100 rounds of 
ammunition, a blanket roll, and, as before 
remarked, proceeded to climb without any 
halt for rest.

Amiericafi each doing his very best to reach 
the summit first, and I am more than 
piéased to state the American soldier won 
out, reaching the top. of the mountain first, 
the head of the Sikh files; however, being a 
close second.
